The editorial below 'was written for the Beacon 
by LANGDON W. POST, regional director of the 
Federal Public Housing Authority,.San Francisco, 
and close friend of President Roosevelt.

It was a cold dreary day in March, 1933 when he took 
the oath of office on the steps of the Capitol. The nation 
was prisoner to a hitherto unknown fear. Poverty, star- 
vation, bankruptcy, doubt and despair stared us in the 
face, The glories of which we had boasted for two gener- 
ations lay in pieces at our doorstep. ae rich and poor, 
were afraid—just plain afraid. 
Then a voice, not too well known on that March day, 
rang out a challenge: “The only thing we have to fear is 
fear itself”. 


Then he ee, to his new home on Pennsylvania 
Avenue and proceeded to translate this challenge into ac- 
tion. Throughout the following years Franklin Roosevelt 
may have had many doubts and fears himself; 


cracy which we had created over the generations; the 
substitution of form for substance, the gradual divorce- 
ment from its people, the measurement of wealth in terms 
of gold rather than in terms of people, resources and pro- 
ductivity. He saw the fundamental faith of the wealthiest 
nation in the world being undermined because one third 
of its people were ill fed, ill clothed and ill housed. He 
heard the strident notes of the dictators heap contempt 
upon an ideal to which he had pledged himself and his 
people. ‘ : 

He was struggling against these forces, battling to 


|: restore our faith in democracy and to return our people 


to a true understanding of wealth and our economy to a 


f | basis of fair distribution when we were catapulated into 


war—and became, for the first time in our history, an in- 
escapable part of the global mechanism. .— - 


He ‘died before he could play his full part tn this in- 


ternational role. Destiny has denied him the opportunity 
to carry into the world the banner of democracy, the 
greatest ideal of government ever conceived by man. His- 
tory must, of course, be the. measure of his greatness, but 
my belief in his deep faith in our democracy is such as 
to provide me with the temerity to say that he will be 
longer remembered as President of the United States than 
as Commander in Chief of its Army and Navy. 

“The only thing we have to fear is fear itself”. This 
is the challenge to the preservation of.our democracy he 
has left us. Through the desperate days of depression and 
the tragic years of war, it has guided him and us. His 
weapons were at times laughter and at times grim de- 


| termination, and ours must be also, but through it all fear 


had no part; for fear is the bitterest enemy of democracy.

most needed. All clothing: will go 
into a common pool. None will be 
earmarked for specific destination.

in San Francisco, and Harvey #.

The hands which treated his 
wounds were so careful and sooth- 
ing that they reminded him of his 
mother’s prayer for angel protec- 
tion. He was astonished to see, 
when he opened his eyes, that the 
faces of his nurses were very black 
and framed in a great deal of 
kinky hair. 

These natives of Papua, who, 50 
years before were savage canni- 
bals, had been responsible for thi's 
soldier’s safe recovery. Afterwards 
he wrote his mother that the an- 
gels had been with him but that 
they had “fuzzy-wuzzy hair.”
